Sweeping, drastic Gabe reuietl debt reduction and settlement 
provisions including slashing of principal will be incorpor- 
ated in the new debt legislation to be brought down in the 
legislature during the current session, it was learned on 
reliable authority on Friday. This new legislation is being 
drafted as a substitute for the Debt Reduction and Settle- 
ment Act which was declared without the jurisdiction of 
this province, by Mr. Justice A. F. Ewing of the Alberta 
Supreme Court. The new act will be brought in betore 
prorogation of the current session, 

In the new bill, it is learned the division and classifica- 
tion of debts will be the the old, namely, old 

debts will be those contracted to July 1, 1932 while 
new debts will be those contracted since that date

Cutting of principal by 50 per cent is one of the 
features of the new act. It is provided that if the interest 
rate is more than five per cent then five per cent will be 
slashed from the principal for every one per cent interest 
charged over five per cent, over and above the 50 per cent 
slash. For instance, if there is a loan of $1,000 involved, the 
principal first would be slashed to $500 and then, if. the 
interest rate is eight per cent an additional $150 would 
be taken off. 


Another provision is that there will be a 25 per cent 
reduction off new debts contracted since July 1, 1932, and 
up to July 1, 1936, 

Another far-reaching provision is that the time for 


settlement is extended to 20 years instead of 10 as in the 
previous act. 

It is understood that actual drafting of the act has not 
been commenced but that the above provisions have been 
generally agreed to
